SHERIDAN’S MODESTY. 


He Was Satisfied When He Bécame Colonel 
of Cavalry. 

Derrort, Mich., May 28.—[Special.]—Gen. 
R. A. Alger, who handed Capt. Phil Sheridan 
the order from Gov. Blair appointing him 
Colonel of the Second Michigan Kegiment, 
tells the story toaay. The order was written 
by Blair while sitting on a log at Pittsburg 
Landing, the Governor only consentitig to 
appoint a West-Pointer after repeated urg- 
ing by Alger and others. Alger was deputed 
to acquaint Sheridan with his promotion. 


He says: “I rode down to Halleck’s head- 
quarters at Corinth. I had never seen 
Sheridan, and was somewhat surprised 


when I was introduced to a little bit of 
a fellow weighing about 135 pounds, with a 
big head, a resolute eye, and broad shou!ders. 
Dismounting, I said, ‘Is this Col. Sheridan?’ 
I'm Capt. Sheridan of the army,’ he replied, 
with a quiet glance. Well, you're my 
Colonel,’ I said, handing him Gov. Blair’s 
note. He opened it, and was considerably 
elated. In fact, to use the common phrase, 
he was ‘tickied to death.’ Other staff of- 
ficers, suspecting something, thered 
around, and Sheridan handed them the note 
to read. Then came a deluge of congratula- 
tions and hand-shaking, and an adjournment 
to a tent for refreshments. Colonel, here's 
your health,’ said one officer, holding up a 
glass of spirits, and I hope that is only a 
step to a Brigadier’s star.’ The toast was 
drank with enthusiasm, but Sheridan said 
modestiy: No, thank you, gentiemen. I 
am now a Colonel of cavairy, and I have got 
all the rank I want.“

For some time 
changes in its structure have been progress- 
mg. At 7:10 o’clock this morning a singular 
cracking sound was heard, and only a few 
workmen were able to escape before the en- 
tire mass of scaffolding, four stories in hight, 
suddenly fell with a tremendous crash, while 
clouds of dust continued to hover over the 
heap of ruins. After the dust had subsid- 
ed the building was filled to the hight of 
two stories with débris, from which loud 
cries and groans were issuing. After the 
first alarm the firemen and others came to 
the rescue. They improvised a sort of am- 
bulance hospital where the wounded were 
temporarily bandaged. The theatre was 
surrounded by vast crowds. The cause of 
the accident is believed to be chiefly due to 
the fall ot a heavy beam weighing several 
huadredweight.

AN INDEPENDENT CAVALRY TROOP. 


An Effort to Organize a Crack Command 
in Chicago—The Men ip. : 
Chicago is to have the erachte gavairy. 
troop of the country, so the en lasts say. 
Several undismayed and dauntless members 
of the defunct Chicago Hussars, a cavalry 
troop which organized, uniformed, and died 
last fall, have decided to try, try again. 
They have bela meetings and debated the 
subject until they have convinced them- 
selves that Chicago must have such an 
organization, and now they have tak- 
en the preliminary step» n an en- 
deavor to convince others. They argue that 
if the infantry organizations are a success 
the cavalry branch of the service certainly 
should not be neglected in a city foremost in 
every popular enterprise, surrounded by 
parks and boulevards and noted for its 
hundreds of magnificent saddle horses. 
The opportunities for parades and military 
maneuvres cannot be surpassed, and many 
gentlemen are already adept in equestrian 
sports and own the animals requisit to make 
the organization complete at the outset. 
Having thus established the necessity of a 


. cavalry troop, the next consideration is its 


make-up. Here the line will be drawn close- 
ly. History, they say, has demonstrated the 
fact that the best organizations of this nature 
are composed of the better class of citizens 
and that those enjoying excellent social and 
business positions make the best soldiers. 
Therefore invitation will be extended to 
those only who can afford to own their 
chargers and furnish their own equipment, 
which willi cost about $200 in addition to the 
value of the horse. In this way membership 
can be made expensive enough to freeze out 
the madding crowd; and to further guard 
against intrusion by the great unwashed it is 
proposed to limit the membership to 100 
chosen warriors and to admit only those 
who arein the flower of their youth and 
manly beauty.

A Petition Bearing the Indorsement of 
Judges Jamieson and Grinnell.

Jamieson and Grinnell asking for the pardon 
of Farmer McCiaughry.

Fuller were so many and so hearty that it 
was seen no adverse report could be made 
on this point. Why the Chicago law- 
yer who had preferred new charges 
waited so long no one understands. The 
Illinois Senators, however, do not think the 
charges will amount to anything when they 
are investigated. An anonymous attack on 
Mr. Fuller made its appearance today. It was 
an open letter,“ addressed to Senators Al- 
lison, Beck, Ingalls, Cullom, and others who 
voted for Beck's siiver amendment. The 
writer signed himself “ Non Partisan,” and 
asserted that Mr. Fuller was a single gold 
standard man, that the President wanted 
him on the Supreme Bench for this reason, 
and that Senator Farwell, Lyman J. Gage, 
and other gold-standard men were working 
for his confirmation. Ofcourse attacks of 
this sort carry no weight. 


As far as can be ascertained the objection 
to the confirmation of Melville W. Fuller as 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, which is 
referred to in the foregoing telegram, ema- 
nates from Judge John C. Dunlevy, who was 
counsel for the Kerr people in the condemna- 
tion suit brought by the South Park against 
the Kerr tract in Hyde Park. Juage Dun- 
levy was never satisfied with the verdict 
which was finally awarded, and claims that 
he was beaten out of $860,000. As Mr. 
Fuller was the leading counsel for the 
South Park in the almost interminable litiga- 
tion connected with the securing of a title to 
the Kerr tract, Judge Dunievy’s opposition 
to his confirmation is easy of explanation.

HOW IT HAILED IW IOWA, 


The Hen's Ege Eclipsed by Nuggets Which 
Drift Four Feet Deep, 

Des Mornes, Ia., May 8.— [Special.] —Late 
last night South Des Moines, Sebastopol, and 
Bloomfield Township were visited by one of 
the most disastrous hail-storms ever known 
m this part of the country. The damage 
done is estimated at $5,000. The fall of hail 
was terrific, and the rain descended im tor- 
rents. The hailstones varied from the size 
of a hazel nut to that of a hen’s egg, and were 

ana drifted in many places from two to 
four feet deep. This morning Robert Mc- 
Nutt of South Des Moines found the hail so 
deep in his yard that when he ran a 
common-sized shovel straight down into it 
less than six inches of the handle was left in 
sight. In Mr. G. Van Ginkel's yard in Se- 
bastopol it was drifted so deep that one 
could walk over an ordinary board fence 
upon the drifts. South of the city the dam- 
age to gardens, fruit-trees, and vegetation 
generale was incalculable. Windows were 
broken, vegetables beaten into the ground, 
and fruit and forest trees stripped of their 
foliage. The Watrouss nursery was in the 
range of the storm, and sustained a large 
loss. Mr. Van Ginkel’s loss on brick-yard 
and fifteen acres of market garden is report- 
ed at $3,000. Only two houses in Sebastopol 
were left with their windows unbroken. In 
some cases the hailstones fell so wolently 
that clear holes exactly the size of the hail 
were cut through the glass.

THE SUNDAY-CLOSING AGITATION. 
We some of the speakers at the Sunday 
meeting called to support the Hamline ordi- 
nance confined themselves to that subject, 
the zeal of other speakers induced them to 
dwell for the most part on quite a different 
question—the compulsory closing of the 
saloons by municipal ordinance the first day 
of the week. : 

Those who are agitating for the passage of 
the Hamline ordinance to protect the school- 
2 the altar, and the home from the piant- 

of saloons before their doors have the 
support of a vast majority of the decent people 
of every class and nationality. There is dan- 
ger, however, that by mixing up the Hamline 
ordinance with Sunday closing they will lose 
much of the support they have been receiv- 
ing. Public opinion already has driven many 
of the Aldermen who under dramshop influ- 
ence voted against the Hamline ordinance 
to vote in its favor. These Aldermen know 
that if the ordinance should be presented to 
the voters on its own merits it would be sup- 
ported by a large majority; and they know 
that opposition to it would cost three-fourths 
of the saloonkeepers’ Aldermanic friends 
their seats in the Council. It is quite a dif- 
ferent matter, however, in regard to the 

Sunday-closing question. The proposed ordi- 
nance would be regarded by most of those 
who indulge in the use of liquors—and they 
constitute an enormous majority of the 
voters—as an infringement of their personal 


port of the saloon- regulation movement 
would cease, as they would regard the Sun- 
day-closing scheme as an attack on their per- 
sonal privileges. 

There is no reason to believe that public 
sentiment in Chicago is more strongly in 
favor of a Sunday-ciosing ordinance now 
than it was in 1874, when the question of the 
enforcement of one which had formed part 
of the city code for years was submitted to a 
popular vote and defeated by 381,000 to 19,000. 
Indeed, there is reason to fear that 
the sentiment among voters against 

stronger now than 


larger now relatively than it was then, and 
experience proves that the foreign element is 
opposed to Sunday closing. At any rate, 
there is no possrble chance that a Sunday- 
closing ordinance will be passed by the pres- 
ent Council, which is more than two-thirds 
againstit. Itis doubtful whether such an 
ordinance would get a dozen votes out of the 
whole forty-eight, or that it could carry more 
than four or five wards of the twenty-four in 
the city. It is simply a waste of wind to talk 
of it until there is first a great change of 
sentiment among tne foreign masses. If all 
the Lutheran (German and Scandinavian) 
and all the Irish, German, Polish, and Bo- 
hemian Catholic churches should unite earn- 
estiy with the American Protestant denom- 
inations they could probably carry a Sunday- 
closing ordinance and enforce it, but without 
such a union of all the churches there is no 
“show ” for it. 

There is no Sunday ordinance before the 
Council now. The agitation on the subject, 
| therefore, seems to be out of place. It is 
mischievous inasmuch as it interferes with 
the adoption ot practical measures of regu- 
lation. Nine out of every ten citizens will 
support a law banishing the saloons as a nui- 
sance from the vicinity of the school, the 
church, and the private homes of children. 
Eight out of the nine probably use some form 
of liquor dispensed by the saloonkeeper and 
will not suffer themselves to be denied that 
beverage on the first day of the week or any 
other day. These eight out of every nine 
voters cannot be made to see why they should 
be deprived of the opportunity to indulge 
their appetites on the first day of the week 
if they want to the same as they have al- 
ways done. It is probable that if the adop- 
tion of the Hamline ordinance as it stands 
was presented to @ vote of the people it 
would be approved by twenty out of the 
twenty-four wards. But if, on the other 
hand, the question of Sunday prohibition

The Lilinois Prohibition Convention, which 
was claimed to have over 800 delegates and 
representatives from every part of the State, 
incorporated in the platform adopted at 
Springfield the 16th inst. the following tariff 
plank: | 

6. We favor a tariff for revenue sufficient to 


meet the necessary requirements of Government 
economically administered, and 80 levied as to 


relieve to the greatest possible extent the neces- 
saries of life. 


Nine-tenths of the Prohibitionists making 
up the Illinois convention once belonged to 
the Republican party, and it is significant 
that they are no longer content with one 
den alone, but are making strong declara- 
tions in favor of tariff reform to catch more 
Republican votes. 

Plainly, they are trying to open new ave- 
nues for deserters from the Republican 
party. They know well enough that tens of 
thousands of Republicans who are strongly 
infected with prohibitionism and dissatis- 
fied with ultra-protection need only a few 
more inducements on the one hand and 
grievances on the other to carry them over, 
bag and baggage, to the new party. They 
will not go to the free- rum Democracy, but 
when the third party offers them at once 
prohibition plus tariff reform the Republican 
leaders in Washington and at the Chicago 
Convention need have a care how they put 
forth any declarations savoring of trust-pro- 
tectionism and war tariffs in time of peace. 

The Republican party has never won a 
Presidential battle on a platform of high pro- 
tection. * 

The issue was not squarely joined with the 
Democracy in any of the campaigns between 
1856 and 1876. Iu the latter year, however, 
Tilden and the Democrats tendered a tariff- 
reduction issue to Hayes and the Republic- 
ans, which the latter accepted., Battle was 
joined, and Tilden swept New York, Con- 
necticut, New Jersey, and Indiana. Tilden 
carried New York by 34,000, Indiana by 7,000, 
and came within 7,000 votes of taking Ohio 
away from Hayes. In Illinois a Republican 
majority of 50,000 was whitiled down to 19,- 
000. 

Four years later the Democrais again de- 
clared for a low tariff and sought to put the 
Republican party in the attitude of defend- 
ing excessive war taxation. Fortunately, 
however, the Republican platform favored 
only moderate protection, and Gen. Garfield, 
a pronounced tariff-reform man, was selected 
as the candidate. Gen. Garfield accepted 
the piatform on which he was nominated, 
and scrupulously refrained from emphasiz- 
ing unduly its protective features or forcing 
offensive bounty monopoly doctrines on any 
element of the party. As a result he was 
triumphantly elected, sweeping New York 
by 21,000, Connecticut by 3,000, Indiana by 
7,000, and almost carrying New Jersey. 

In 1884 the Republican platform declared 
for tariff reform—correcting irregularities, 
removing incongruities, and reducing the 
surplus revenue by reducing tariff taxation. 
But Mr. Blaine unfortunately was not satis- 
fied with the reformatory and reductive tariff 
plank in the Republican platform made by 
the National Conyention of the party, but 
sought to make another, and in his speeches 
advocated ultra-tarifiism, and the result was 
that tens of thousands of Republicans repu- 
diated the offensive issue thrust upon them 
and bolted their party ticket, inflicting upon 
the Republican party a disastrous defeat. 
Many whose party feaity kept them in line 
and who labored zealously for Blaine’s suc- 
cess virtually lost hope after he began to 
force and emvhasize the high-tariff issue out- 
side of the platform. 

At the time many supposed that the mug- 
wump desertion sprang from personal dis- 
like of Biaine, but after the battle was over 
it became known that it arose chiefiy from 
his ultra course on the tariff question. Mr. 
Blaine’s high-tariff friends have declared 
ever since that under the coat of nearly 
every mugwump could be found a Free- 
trader,“ or at least a revenue reformer. 

A trust-monopoly tariff campaign on the part 
of the Republicans would be worse this year 
than in 1876 or in 1884. In those years dissatis- 
fied Republicans had no choice but to go over 
to the Southern Democracy or to the cranky 
Prohibitionists, who would recognize only 
one idea. It is not to bedenied that the pro- 
hibition doctrine is gaining strength and has 
a strong hold on many Republicans who are 
also dissatisfied with ultra protectionism. 
Appreciating this the Prohibition party now 
comes forward and incorporates in its plat- 
form an emphatic demand for tariff reform. 
The gates are being opened and the way 
made clear for thousands of deserters to 
leave the Republican party. All that is 
needed to start such a movement is for the 
party to follow the command of the Eastern 
monopolists and declare for trust-monopoly 
protectionism.

CANDIDATES CAN'T MAKE PLATFORMS. 

Persons who insist that tnis, that, or the 
other candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion must come out and define his position on 
the tariff are getting the cart before the 
horse. It is the business of the National 
Convention to make the platform and then 
nominate a candidate, who in turn must ac- 
cept the authorized declaration of party 
policy and pledge himself to carry it out, or 
refuse the nomination. } 

The platform adopted by a National con- 
vention constitutes the conditions on which 
a candidate receives his nomination. If he 
cannot accept the nomination as tendered him 
—if the conditions stated are not satisfac- 
tory—he is bound to decline and refuse the 
pledge and obligation sought to be put upon 
him. Hence a candidate who should come 
outin advance and announce the conditions 
on which he would accept a nomination and 
thus attempt to make the platform and pre- 
clude the convention from its proper work 
would display an ill sense of propriety, to say 
the least. It is safe to say none of the Re- 
publican leaders who will be voted for in the 
a Convention will do anything of the

It is a matter of little practical importance 
what may be the personal opinion of any of

the responsibility for the course of his assist- 
ant, Mr. Maynard, in reference to the re- 
movals and changes made in the New York 
Appraiser’s office—acts which. the leading 
Administration organ in New York has 
charged to be “in violation of the President’s 
pledges, a degradation of the public service, 
and a debauching of the§party in power.”

false and based on falsehood—* downright 
lies — Assistant Secretary Maynard black- 
listed fifteen employés of the office and hand- 
ed the list to Mr. McMullen with the instruc- 
tion that the fifteen be “ recommended " for 
discharge. Mr. McMullen protested, He 
said the men were capable and that their dis- 
charge would be an injustice to themselves 
personally and a detriment to the public 
service. Maynard insisted on their removal, 
incidentally remarking at the time, “ This is 
the third year of Mr. Cleveland’s Adminis- 
tration, and there area great many Repub- 
licans yet in office.” Mr. Moore, the As- 
sistant Appraiser, also protested against the 
removals for cause. He said if the men were 
to be removed as Republicans he did not so 
much object, but he thought it was not jus- 
tice to the men to remove them for cause. 
Maynard denied to Moore, who is a Repub- 
lican, that the removal was for political pur- 
poses, while admitting to Democrat McMul- 
len that such was the real reason. 

Maynard’s course in reference to some of 
the men proves that poltics was the inspir- 
ing motive. One of the fifteen who were 
biacklisted wasason of ex-Senator Jacobs, 
a Brooklyn Democratic politician. On ascer- 
taining this Maynard removed Jacobs’ name 
from the blacklist, remarking that as the 
son of a Democratic ex-Senator” he was 
“allright.” Congressman “‘ Tim’ Campbell 
interceded for another of the blacklis ted fif- 
teen named Leimbach. Leimbach's name 
was taken from the blacklist and he was re- 
tained in the service. The New York Wen- 
ing Post denounced the intended removal of 
others, and they were allowed to remain not- 
withstanding Maynard’s intense desire to 
remove them. 

Among those dismissed the service was Dr. 
Sherer, an expert sugar chemist of the high- 
est standing iu his profession, who entered 
the Government service, as he testified, at a 
pecuniary sacrifice, and whose removal under 
the eireumstances was a reflection on his pro- 
fessional reputation. He was refused rea- 
sons for his removal. His brother was also 
removed and no cause, except the indefinit 
one, good of the service, assigned. It was 
the same with the others. 

Mr. Maynard’s record has been shown to be 
in violation of the President's pledges” and 
a “degradation of the public. service not 
only as to removals but as to appointments. 
An employé named McElwee was removed 
for repeated drunkenness and insubor- 
dination. Mr. Maynard discovered that 
McElwee had “a pull.“ Mahoney, a 
Brooklyn saloonkeeper, whois also a Demo- 
cratic Congressman, insisted that McElwee 
should be reinstated, This was done. In or- 
der to give his reappointment the color of 
legality Bishop“ Oberly had to add a new 
rule to his civil-service code. McElwee is the 
son of the late Surgeon General of the Con- 
federate Army. That fact and the saloon- 
keeping Congressman’s influence were suffl- 
cient reasons for the good Bishop's course.

Some of the life-insurance companies have 
issued recently a sheet giving a list of co- 
operative or assessment associations that 
have ceased to do business. The number is 
a startling one. Nearly 800 organizations 
have collected dues from members and then 
left them in the lurch to find insurance else- 
where, if they have it at all. It should, how- 
ever, be remembered that many of these as- 
sociations were started by men who had no 
experience, or by others who had madea 
failure in the regular field of effort. Itis 
also fair to consider the fact that failure to 
continue is far from obemg confined 
to those associations which are organ- 
ized on the assessment plan. The or- 
gan of a well-known benevolent society 
stated recently that of the 822 life-insurance 
companies organized [when i in the United 
States forty-seven only are yet alive.“ That 
18, less than 6 per cent of the total number 
proved their fitness to survive. And nearly 
all of those that gave up the ghost did so 
after having collected a great deal more in 
proportion to the actual insurance performed 
than can be charged to the discredit of the 
strictly mutual failures. The latter give 
actual assurance while they last, in much the 
same way that the fire companies do,

Throwing Dice on the Communion-Table, 
New York Sun Cable: One of the most cu- 
rious customs ever heard ot was that which was 


observed Thursday in the parish Church of St. 


Ives, Hants. On à table in the church at the 
chancel steps were placed six Bibles and near 
them a box and three dice. Six boys and six 
girls, solemnly watched over by the vicar, the 
Rev. E. Tottenham, and a crowd of parishioners, 
threw dice each three times to see which should 
have the six Bibles. Three went to the boys and 
three to the girls. The highest throw was made 
by the smallest girl—thirty-seven. This re- 
markable custom dates from 1678, when Dr. 
Robert Wylde bequeathed £50, of which the 
yearly interest was to be spent in buying six 
Bibles, not to cost more than seven shillings and 
sixpenee each, to be cast for by dice on the com- 
munion-table every year by six boys and six 
girls of the town. A piece of ground was bought 
with the money, and is now known as Bible 
Orchard. The legacy also provided for the pay- 
ment of ten shillings each year to the vicar—not 
a high price—for preaching a sermon commend- 
ing the excellency, perfection, and divine author- 
ity of the Holy Scriptures. The will of the ec- 
centric doctor was exactly observed. and for 
more than 200 years dice were regularly cast 
upon the communion-table. Lately a table 
erected on the chancel steps was substituted, the 
Bishop of the diocese having considered that the 
communion-table was not for throwing dice, 
The vicar’s sermon this year was based upon 
the words: From a child thou hast known the 
Holy Scriptures.”’

Cooper’s Opening Accused of Stealing 
Three Twenty-five Cent Jerseys—She 
Says the Firm Has Made a Serious Mis- 
take—How They Offered to Settle for 
$3—Mr,. Scovill’s Intentions. 

A patrol-wagon dashed up to the door of 
Cooper & Co.’s establishment yester- 


Siegel, 
day afternoon, and a few minutes later a 


sweet-faced, motherly-looking woman, look- 
ing extremely agitated, was led out of the store 
and assisted into the wagon, which rattled 
away tothe armory. There she was taken 
in and booked on a charge of larceny. She 
gave the name of Mrs. George W. Scovill 
and her residence No 530 Austin avenue. 
The property alleged to have been stolen 
was three children’s jerseys, valued at 75 
cents. Mrs. Scovili said that there had been 
a mistake, and the developments of the day 
indicate that the case will be heard of again. 

When seen by a reporter some time after 
her arrest Mrs. Scovill was still excessively 
nervous, and told her story in a tremulous 
voice. “I went down-town with my niece,” 
she said, “to attend Siegel, Cooper & 
Co.’s opening. When we had walked through 
the storefor some time I went to a counter 
where there were a lot of jerseys marked 25 
cents each. I put my umbrella down, and 
looked at the jerseys, which I found were all 
children’s sizes. Now, I have no use for 
children’s jerseys, for my girls are grown up 
women now, ana I turned away, picking up 
my umbrella. I had gone but a little way 
when aman called to meto stop, and I 
turned around. He said: ‘What have you 
got there?’ 

„ looked down, and hanging from one of 
the ribs of my umbrella was one of the jer- 
seys, while two more had slipped on the in- 
side, The man who stopped me took me toa 
little room, where I saw Mr. Siegel and Mr. 
Cooper. Mr. Siegel said: 

„% What were you doing with those jer- 


ys?’ . 
* hag swoon A I replied, ‘they must have 
n from the counter.’ 

He then said: ‘It you will acknowledge 
that you are a thief it will be better for you.’

$3 when the jerseys were worth only 75 cents. 
He said: *Wehaveto teach you thieves a 
lesson.’

I was 
taken down-stairs to the patrol-wagon and 
brought here.“ 

When Mrs. Scovill was takenfto the armo- 
ry her niece hurriea to her home, No. 5380 
Austin avenue, and told Mr. Scovill of the 
occurrence. e hastened down-town and 
saw one of the firm, who said that he did not 
care to prosecute Scovill. 

“ He told me,” said Mr. Scovill, that if I 
would sign an agreement not to prosecute 
him he would not appear against my wife on 
the larceny charge. [was much excited and 
signed the paper he made out, but I have 
seen anfattorney, and he says it makes ho 
difference and I can bring suit just the 
same.“ 

When Justice on heard the circum- 
stances of the case he immediately released 
Mrs. Scovill on her own recognizance. 

It is an Outrage,’”’ said a police official at 
the armory.

e. I was half crazy with indignation and 
excitement, and when he offered me a paper 
to sign, telling me he would let my wife go if 
I signed it, I of course wrote my name to it at 
once. I then returned to the police station 
with a man from Siegel & Cooper's. He 
spoke to the desk-sergeant and then went 
away. Seeing that no effort was made to set 
my wife at 1 I spoke to the desk-ser- 
geant and asked how soon she would be set 
free. He told me to go to Justice Lyon, and 
gave mea note to the Justice telling him 
that on my signing a bond they would release 
the prisoner. I went to the Justice’s office, 
signed a bond, and on my return to the sta- 
tion my wife was set at liberty. I under- 
stand that we are to appear at the police 
court tomorrow, and [ shall be on hand, you 
bet. As well as I remember, the paper I 
signed to the man in Siegel & Cooper’s read 
something about ‘in consideration of $1 we 
hereby release Siegel, Cooper & Co.’ or some- 
thing like that. I have since learned that it 
is not worth the paper itis written upon, and 
in that case I mean to take whatever steps 
my attorney advises me to make these peo- 

le pay substantial damages for the outrage.

MR. SIEGEL’S VIEW OF THE ASR.
